to help serve this goal. 再 oOwever， 
it is funded by the federal govern- 
ment，and he wil hire a full-time 
translator to serve this community 
as Soon as possibjle, 

Ferriola said he does like his 
Chinatown assignment:“The Chi- 
nese are quiet and polite. Ilike to 
serve this community. I enjoy my 
job as a policeman， 吾 owever， 
sometimes the younger people 
gave me problems. They are a 
little radical.” 

Lee said that the majority in the 
community like Ferriola，so .far， 
and the latter has been showing 
his interest in Serving the commu- 
nity。 

Ferriola revealed his own philos- 


ophy of being a policeman as fol- 
lows:“You have got to like people 
first, enjoy dealing with people, be 
able to adapt and offer，build up 
good human relations; otherwise， 
forget it and dontbeapolice.” 


It became part of the law 1ast 
month when Congress passed the 
Nutrse Training and Health Revenue 
Sharing and Health Services Act of 
1975 ' over President Ford's veto.

SACRAMENTO 一 A testaurant 
robbery and shooting July 19 involv- 
ing young Chinese in the rede- 
veloped Old Sacramento area has 
become a Secret Witness Program 
case. 

The Secret Witness Program of 
the .acra7ze1zto Bee daily newspa- 
Per offers monetary rewards for in- 
formation leading to the arrest and 
conviction of guilty persons involved 
in local _ criminal cases， 

China Camp Restaurant was the 
Scene of the robbery and shooting， 
which occurred at 12:30 am，July 
19. Weyland Fat, 20, assistant man- 
ager of the restaurant, was shot in 
the abdomen by one of three young 
men who escaped with 340 in a 
bank bag. 

Police surmized Ta Fat was 
carrying a cash drawer from the res- 


taurant's bar to a downstairs office 


when the robbers confronted him 
and knocked him down. He kicked 
at one of the men，who drew a .4s 
automatic and shot him . 

Fat, who is recovering, is the son 
of Wing Fat and the Grandson of 
Frank Fat. 

The robbers are described as Chi- 
nese，18 to 20 years old. The one 
who shot Fat is about 3-feet-7 and of 
medium build with shoulder length 
hair and a moustache. One of the 
trio is small，about S-feet-4，thin， 
and also has long black hair. The 
third suspect is about S-feet-8 and is 
husky. 

The Secret Witness program al- 
lows intormants to phone or write 
without identifying themselves. 

A reward of $1,300 is being of- 
fered in the robbery and shooting 
case. 


China Confirms Boat 
Accident Reports 


HONG 开 ONG China con- 


firmed the earlier press report of 
an accident on the Pearl River in 
which two boats collided and sank， 
through its newspaper Ta Kong 


Pao here ( 卫 /W 8/13/75). 

The paper， which printed a 
report by its 人 wangchow (Canton) 
correspondent，sSaid the accident 
occurred at 12:25 a.m. August 4. 
The cause of the accident, said the 
paper，was due to the pilots” at- 
tempt to avoid a small lightless 
boat. 

The report said over a thousand 
neighboring farmers，soldiers and 


medical workers rushed to the 

Scene. But due to the darkness of 

the early morning hours，rescuing 

Work was extremely difficult.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The pres- 
entation of the Chinese Archaeo- 
logical Finds 了 xhibition at the 
Asian Art Museum in Golden Gate 
Park,， wiich has been incident-free 
Since its opening June 28，had its 
first scare late last Tuesday night. 

After an unidentified man 
smashed the museum door and 
drove away into the dark, a phone 
call suddenly warned that a white 
plastic-wrapped package le 人 ft out- 
side contained a bomb. Immedi- 
ately，police arrived to guard the 
museum's exits against a heist of 
the priceless artifacts，as wary 
members of the bomb squad began 
operations to handle the potential 
explosive，. 

Wang Hai-wen and Mai Yung- 
]ao，two of the curators 位 om 
Peking tending the collection， 
stood alongside Museum chief 
curator Rene-Yvon d' Argence， 
while the tension Over their treas- 
ures ticked along， In suspense， 
they watched as police attached a 
cable to the package，and then 
pulled it toward their patrol car. 

With caution，the bomb squad 
approached the package, and dis- 
missing danger，seized 过 and 
opened it. Inside，a_milk carton 
whose top had been cut, but which 
contained some matches，candje- 
wax, and a can of spackling paste. 
After a bomb expert held a detec- 
tion device over the sticky Paste， 
he announced，It's garbage.” 

The police， fearing a repeat 
assault, have promised to increase 
protection as the 也 xhibition nears 
its August 28 closing.

Concrete 
steps must be taken to persuade and to educate those within 
and without our community to the need of intergroup har- 
mony and understanding.

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Bilingualism in China 


By JOHN LUM 


”The material for this article was based upon a one-month visit to the 
People's Republic of China with the American Linguistics Delegation . 
This visit was part of a mutual exchange agreement worked out by the 
Committee for Scholarly Communication with the Peopie's Republic of 
China (CSCPRC) and the appropriate governmental branches of China. 
Our Chinese counterparts visited the United States in November of 
1973; our visit to China took place in October-November of 1974. 


Our Chinese hosts were careful to point out that much of the educa- 
tional practices that we were to see have been developed only since 
1972. These educational practices were to be considered experimental 
and only a part of a continuing cultural revolution that was yet to be 
completed. This report, then, may be considered as time-bound. Addi- 
tionally, this writer has never been to China before，so his reporting 
ay lack-some historical perspective. Nevertheless, 过 is hoped that 
this article will at least 们 1] a gap on the topic of bilingualism in China 


Before continuing, 让 may be useful to point out that the term“bilin- 
alism"” here is ?ziot used to mean the same as bilingual education. 
iBilingualism is akin to an end prodaictb a person who already has the 
iability to speak in two languagesi bilingual education is akin to instruc- 
tional processes that use two languages to learn any subject matter- 
The state of bilingualism ca7z be attained by bilingual instructional 
iprocesses. It can, also, be attained by non-bilingual processes, such as 
the audio-lingual methods. 1 
Bilingualism is more appropriate when referring to ljanguage efforts 
in China; bilingual education when referring to much of the ,recent 
Uianguage efforts in the United States. Hopefully, this paper will show

Bilingualism, the state of being able to speak in two languages, js 3 
vast undertaking in the People's Repubjlic of China. Its scope, in fact, is 
probably unparalleled in history. : 

In the United States，for example，bilingualism efforts are mani- 
fested primarily in two directions, and not too widely，at that 一 non- 
English-speaking .persons ,learningL English，and English-speaking 
persons learning'a iforeignr jamguage. China，on the other hand，is 
expending her bllingualism efforts in three major directions:

， With these three major directions of bilingualism，hardly any of 

China's 800 million persons seem untouched. 卫 verywhere the Ameri- 

ican Linguistics Delegation visited，observed，or just plain poked 
around, all persons, young to old, seemed to be affected in one way or 

_ another by China's ljanguage efforts. Schools, shops, hotels, sidewalks; 

rural nearly as much as Urban and suburban areas 一 all these were 
Iwitnesses to language changes in China. 也 ven in the areas where 
people used their local languages, they were still able to switch to other 
dialects or languages as the need arose- 


One can safely say that China's poliecy makers arrived at these three 
bilingualism directions as goals that would help their country become 
unified and that would help their revolutionary cause be understood 
throughout the world. In discussion after discussion with language 
teachers and planners throughout nine Chinese eities, 让 was made 
clear that China could not become unified and could not make its revo- 
lutionary cause accepted throughout the world without the Practtca 

.Uses of language. Practical, to China，means (a) a common language 
that all of its varied citizens can communicate in, and (b) the learning of 
foreign ljanguages to that China's revolutionary goals can be explained 
to non-China persons throughout the world. 

Obviously，such distinct areas of bilingualism as mentioned above， 
because of their topical largeness，can only be briefly touched upon 
here. This briefness will also serve to convey a Sense of totajity to the 
topic.
